Near  Six  Million  Dollar  Mark

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.— (BP)— Southern 
Baptists  have  given  $5,843,763  for  the 
support  of  Convention-wide  agencies  and 
causes  through  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  this  year.  The  total  includes  the 
$673,802  given  in  September. 

In  addition  to  Cooperative  Program 
funds,  $88,747  was  channeled  through 
the  offices  of  the  Executive  Committee 


in  Nashville  as  designated  gifts  for  par¬ 
ticular  causes.  The  total  to  date  for 
designated  gifts  is  $3,768,079. 

Including  both  Cooperative  Program 
receipts  and  designated  gifts.  Southern 
Baptists  have  given  more  than  $1,200,000 
more  to  Convention  causes  during  the 
first  nine  months  of  1951  than  for  the 
same  period  in  1950.  The  1951  toUl  to 
date  of  all  gifts  is  $9,611,843. 


NASHVILLE,  Tenn.— (BP)-Mississip- 
pi  Baptists  invested  nearly  four  million 
dollars  in  church  property  in  1950,  ac¬ 
cording  to  figures  released  by  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Department  of  Survey,  Sta¬ 
tistics  and  Information  of  the  Sunday 
School  Board  in  Nashville.  The  1950 
increase  brings  total  property  value  of 
Baptist  churches  in  Mississippi  to  $29,- 
574,928.  Largest  percentage  increase  was 
reported  in  the  village  churches,  i* 
towns  of  less  than  500. 

*■  property  of  Southern  Baptist  churches 
reporting  from  throughout  the  conven¬ 
tion  territory  last  year  was  valued  at 
$645,271,741,  nearly  $97,000,000  more  than 
the  1$49  figure. 

City  churches— those  in  towns  of  more 
than  2,500  population— showed  the  great¬ 
est  gain  in  property  value,  an  18.9  per 
cent  increase  over  the  preceding  year. 
The  increase  raised  values  of  city  church 
property  in  1950  at  $405,112,473.  All  of 
the  22  states  showed  increase  in  city 
church  property  values.  Highest  increase 
was  a  41  per  cent  gain  in  Oregon. 

Churches  in  small  towns  and  the  open 
country  showed  gains  of  17  per  cent  in 
property  value.  The  churches  in  towns 
of  500  to  2,500  population  are  valued  at 
$102,501,010;  while  Baptist  churches  in 
the  open  country  report  property  valued 
at  *90.414,937. 

Village  churches — those  in  populated 
towns  of  less  than  500 — have  a  totaluM 
valuation  of  $47,243,321,  a  9.5  per  ceuM 
gain  over  the  1949  level.  ^

Canadians  Persecute

Persecution  ol  Baptists  in  Val  D’Or, 
Quebec.  Canada,  continues.  Two  Regular 
Baptists  who  attempted  to  hold  a  street 
meeting  there  have  been  sent  to  jail  for 
two  months  under  a  charge  of  violating 
•  traffic  laws.  Rev.  Lome  T.  Heron,  pastor 
of  Val  D’Or  church,  and  a  student  at 
the  Central  Seminary,  Toronto,  have 
been  jailed  at  Amos,  Quebec.  It  was  the 
fourth  sentence  for  Mr.  Heron,  who  had 
been  released  from  the  Abitibi  county 
jail  only  a  few  days  before  his  latest 
arrest  after  serving  a  two-month  sen¬ 
tence  imposed  for  a  similar  offense  in 
June.  Meanwhile,  Rev.  Leslie  Barnhart,

The  extent  of  our  Mississippi  Baptist 
State  Missions  Program  is  tremendous. 
Our  state  is  a  50  50  state,  which  means 
that  50  per  cent  of  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  money  is  used  within  the  bounds 
of  our  own  state  and  50  per  cent  is 
given  to  the  worldwide  mission  program 
of  Southern  Baptists.  The  utilization  of 
our  State  Mission  money,  therefore,  is 
a  sacred  trust. 

RESPONSIBILITY 

The  Convention  Board  is  charged  by 
the  Convention  itself  with  the  responsi¬ 
bility  of  allocating  properly  the  mission 
money.  Its  members  faithfully  and 
prayerfully  seek  to  find  God’s  will  in 
these  significant  matters.  In  1951  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program  money  is  divided  as 
follows:  Southwide  causes— 50  per  cent; 
State  causes— 50  per  cent.  The  money 
for  southwide  causes  is  sent  directly  to 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  and  divided  by  them 
and  sent  to  the  various  Southern  Baptist, 
Convention  agencies  and  institutions  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  authorization  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention.  The  50  per  cent 
for  State  causes  is  divided  as  follows; 
State  Missions — 22  per  cent;  Christian 
Education— 20  per  cent;  Orphanage — 
four  per  cent;  Ministerial  Education — 
two  per  cent;  Baptist  Foundation — one 
per  cent;  Baptist  Hospital— one  per  cent.

“A  federal  indictment  against  Robert 
J.  Hansen.  37,  pastor  of  Lighthouse 
Chapel  and  a  former  Winnebago  county 
deputy  sheriff  and  Jail  chaplain,  was 
continued  indefinitely  today  in  United 
States  District  Court  In  Freeport  after 
Hanson  pleaded  Innocent  to  charges  of 
sending  obscene  literature  and  photo¬ 
graphs  through  the  mall.” 

While  we  do  not  have  any  Inform  a 
lion  about  the  school  as  such,  the  above 
.terns  are  sent  to  you  for  your  general 
knowledge. 

The  Mayor  of  Rockford,  Mr.  C-  H 
Bloom  wrote  as  follows: 

“We  have  attempted  to  secure  informa¬ 
tion  regarding  the  operations  of  the 
Pioneer  Theological  Seminary,  but  have 
been  unable  to  determine  that  it  la  in 
any  way  an  accredited  school.” 

Another  prominent  Baptist  in  Rock¬ 
ford  wrote  as  follows:

After  quite  a  bit  of  inquiry 
I  I  finally  got  some  Information  about  it 
—I  had  not  heard  of  It  before.  Rev.  Rob¬ 
ert  Hansen  says  that  he  is  a  director  of 
this  organisation.  He  says  that  the 
5  Southern  Church  of  God  People.  Nash- 
J  ville.  Tennessee  got  the  charter  of  this 
institution  from  Greenville,  8.  C.,  at  the 
time  when  the  Bob  Jones  University 
moved  to  Greenville.  He  also  Said  that 
*  they  are  doing  nothing  about  the  charter 
at  the  present  time.  Certainly  there  is 
no  such  seminary  in  operation  in  our 
city  at  this  time. 

••One  other  thing  I  think  I  diould  say.

an  annual  Editor  Reuben  E.  Alley  of  the 
Convention-  Virginia  Religious  Herald: 

“More  and  more  the  work  of 
the  Convention  is  being  directed 
by  the  important  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee.  In  view  of  this  condition, 
the  Convention  would  do  well  to 
consider  a  reorganization  of  the 
Executive  Cdhimittee:  first,  to  as¬ 
sure  a  continuity  in  membership 
and  second,  to  give  better  repre¬ 
sentation.  Because  it  must  exer¬ 
cise  such  extensive  authority  over 
the  affairs  of  the  Convention  the 
Executive  Committee  should  he 
enlarged  so  that  it  will  become 
an  executive  assembly  of  approxi¬ 
mately  175  members,  chosen  from 
the  stales  in  proportion  to  their 
membership  and  contributions. 
This  would  make  the  Committee 
to  the  Convention 
as  well  as  to  the  various  states, 
and  thereby  democratic  procedure 
would  be  improved. 

“Whatever  the  future  may 
bring,  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  lias  committed  itself  to  un¬ 
limited  expansion  so  that  its  name 
no  longer  has  geographic  signifi¬ 
cance.  On  the  other  hand  the  name 
does  have  theological  significance, 
because  the  very  first  decision  to 
expand  into  territory  already 
served  by  another  Baptist  body 
was  an  indication  that  a  majority 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  regarded  themselves  as  dif-

this  on  various  occasions,  but 
before  so  plainly  as  they 
when  they
